Robert Tieken 
asked the FBI to enter the case 
to see if any federal laws were 
violated. 
4. The United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty Co., which put up Hodge’s 
present $30,000 bond, said it would 
conduct its customary inquiry if 
Hodge asks it to double his bond. 
Stratton said he wants $100,000 
bond from Hodge, or he will de­ 
clare the office vacant 
Merriam Is Possibility 
Lydon, owner of Fabric - Crafts 
Sales Co., was reported to have 
spent the last IO days in Fort Lau­ 
derdale, Fla., at an apartment ho­ 
tel which is owned by Hodge.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. ttfl- 
Russia today agreed to Western 
proposed manpower levels for dis­ 
armament, coupled with a nuclear 
weapons ban, and delivered to the 
United Nations a blistering attack 
on American foreign policy. 
Soviet delegate Andrei A. Gro­ 
myko drew an immediate reply 
from United States Ambassador 
Henry Caboi Lodge Jr. in the U. 
N, Disarmament Commission. 
Lodge told the Kremlin diplomat 
that his hour-long speech was a 
“scurrilous attack on my country 
in the very worst traditions of 
Stalinism.” 
He accused the Russian of mis­ 
quoting 
Assistant 
Stele Francis O. Wilcox that the 
U. S.' was not interested in dis­ 
armament. 
Wilcox actually said recently in 
a Chicago speech that the word 
“disarmament” 
was 
misleading 
and the United States favored reg­ 
ulated reductions of disarmament 
He said Gromyko had misquoted 
further by alleging that Lodge had 
said control and inspection of dis­ 
armament programs was impossi­ 
ble. Actually, Lodge said, he had 
quoted “a most 
cogent” Soviet 
statement to that effect. 
Gromyko charged that the U. S. 


Air Force was one of the great 
purchasing agencies of the world, 
exceeding the combined expendi­ 
tures of five of the largest Ameri­ 
can industrial concerns, and im­ 
plied that a cutback in air strength 
would disturb the U. S. economy. 
Lodge replied that “one of the 
astounding 
facts 
in the United 
States at present, which makes 
the United States the despair of 
the Communist theorists, is that 
the war in Korea came to a close 
and war orders occasioned by that 
war came to a close and American 
industry reverted to peacetime pro­ 
duction with 
greater prosperity 
than ever before 
“ The idea that we can maintain 
prosperity 
in America only by 
having a war is a figment of the 
imagination . . 
it is crude and 
childish,” Lodge said. 
Gromyko attacked American for­ 
eign policy in Europe, the Near 
East, Asia and the Far East. He 
said the United States wants to 
keep these areas stirred up to 
justify its alleged opposition to dis­ 
armament 
Lodge said these charges were 
“ absolutely unfounded . . . this is 


i a sad morning. 
We ought to be 
working constructively.” 
The West has insisted that po­ 
litical settlements notably of the 
German question, must accompany 
or precede any large-scale disarm­ 
ament 
Gromyko told the 12-nation com­ 
mission thai the Kremlin is ready 
to accept 
the Western-proposed 
manpower levels of 2,500,000 men 
for the Unit'd States, Russia and 
China, 
750,000 
for Britain and 
France and not more than 200,000 
for otner countries. 
Reduction to these levels, Gro­ 
myko said, should be a first step 
to be followed by eventual reduc­ 
tion to 1,500,000 men for the Unit­ 
ed States, Russia and China, and 
650,000 for Britain and France.

The John Scopes trial, held Sn 
Dayton, Tenn., was a test case of 
Tennessee’s law prohibiting the 
teaching of evolution. 
The dra­ 
matic trial matched the county's 
two outstanding lawyers, William 
Jennings Bryan for the state and 
Clarence Darrow for the defense. 
The case is the subject of a suc­ 
cessful broadway play, “Inherit the 
Wind.” 
The verdict in the “monkey 
trial” upheld the law and the in­ 
dictment of Scopes for his teach­ 
ing. 
Judge Raulston retired from his 
private law practice in 1950 after 
a nervous breakdown and a frac­ 
tured hip, suffered in a fall.
